Tarning Out Twelve Tons of Artificial Ice
Daily to Help Supply Pittsbarg
snd Vielnity.

A DEMAND THAT CAN'T BE HALF MET.

How Distilisd Water 1s Mode Inte & Loxury by In-
mates of the Werkboase.

Prisons arv nearly always sssociated with
the words cold and dampuess, vet one would
hardly think of making ice in a workbouse.
But they do, and, strange =& it may sound,
coming from a place where so much wicked-
ness is confined, it is absolutely pure.

How macy Pittsburgers have used the ice
whioh once bore this stamp:
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Every one is apt to ssy he never did nor
ever would, and, should some ome tell him
his iceman bought his ice at the workhouse,
would throw up his kands in horror. Yet &
grest many wholesale dealers in Pittsburg
and elsewhere get their ice from Claremont,
bat befgre it has been in their hands many
bours the stamp hss disappeared, as the
mark is made by placing & warm stamp on
the ioe and melting the ice, thus letsing the
letters stand out about an eighth of an inch
from the surface.

HOW ICE IE MADE.

A DisPATCEH reporter called af the work-
house, vesterday, snd watched the convicts
st work while Superintendent Waroer ex-
plained the mwodus opersndi, from post to
finlsh., On being told the object of the
visit, Buperintendent Warner led the
visitor through the great irom doors, which
epened as il by magic to his voice, yet
which shut out thy world from the prisoners
us effectually as the tower did Henry IV.
from Loundon.

After passing three of the doors, which
clanged barshly behind the Superintendent
and his guest, making a strange feeling of
eolitude ereep over the latter, they reached &
building about 100 feet long and 50 wide,
near the center of the workhouse yard where
theice is made. It is divided into two
rooms; one in which the ice is made, con-
tsining the machinery and tanks, while m
the other are the store and packing depart-
merts.

At the left, as one enters the bailding,
gre the condensers, boilers and engine, be-
fore which stood the conviet engineer,
dressed, like all the other conviets, in
brown jesns trousers, hickory shirt and
dark cap, who looked up for & moment to
see who would possibly enter bebind those
bars voluntatily.

WORE ON A PLATFORM,

In the back of the room, extending the
entire length, and hall! way meross it is
what st first looks like an enourmous plae
form, about four and a hslf feet high, from
the right of whith is a chute leadiog to the
entrance of the packing room. On this
platform is another conviet, whose business
it is to draw the ice fromp the tank beneaih,
and st the fool of the chute are three who
peck the ice, or load and stamp it.

Under the piatform is an enormons fank,
filled with salt water, and throngh which
run iron piped The top of the plutform is
made upof 24 trap doors, similar to the
doors of an ordinary ice chest, each of which
opens into the tank below.

Ten conviots are employed st iee making.
They are divided into two forces of five
each, who sucoeed each other every 12 hours,
so that the work goes on might and day,
tursing out 12 tons of ice every 24 hours,
save from b o'clock Baturday aiterncon
until Mondsy morning st T o'clock, when
the works are shut down.

The tank contzins &8 galvanized iron re-
cepiacies, each 38 inches deep, 14 inches in
breadth and 14 inches wide, These are filled
with distilled water, which, after 48 hours,
will baye turned to jee. The superintend-
ent, after explsining each mova, said; *I
do oot yet perfectly understand the process,
but this is all I know: Aqus Ammeonia is
boiled by steam and raim?, in n boiler, toa
pressure of 150 pounds, from which it is
conveyed to & converter through iron pipes
in which it 1s compressed to a liguid. It is
then passed through coocling tanks, snd
after it has boen drawn ioto the pipes which
run through the salt water in the large tank,
the pressure is withdrawn, aod the liguid
ammouis turns at once to gas, thus expand.

“As soon as one receptacle of water has
been turned to ice, which is dope after 48
hours, it 1s taken out and takep into the
packing room. Each cakeof ioe*u inches
square snd 34 inches long, weighs 223

unds, snd is as clear as erystal. The ice

sold to wholessle dealers in Pittsburg aud
83 far east as Westmoreland county, at §8
aton. Beside this, it is sent to Dizmont,
Borganza and other publie institutions.

Franchises te the Highest Bidder, .

A pecret committee from Toronto, Canada,
representing that eity, was in Pittsburg yes-
terday looking into the relations that exist
between the street railways and the munici-
pality. In the party were Miles Vokes,
Chairman; C, Sproatt, Assistant C’-it{‘Eugi-
neer, aud Frank Deoton, a Toronto lawyer.

Mr. Vokes explained that the charters of
the Toronto sireet railways would expire
pext year, and tbe ecity nl no desire to
grant franchises without getting some re-
turns. A proposition has been made for the
city to lay the road bed and sell out the
privilege of building sny kiod of a
rosd to the highest bidder, provided
that the rupid transit is the object to be at-
tained, The street roads pow pay the aity
§250,000 & year outside of ar taxes,
and there are 78 miles of track.

By Very Smooth-Tongued Swindlers
Who Insared Their Lives,

PROMISING A PAYMENT IN CASH.

The Money Was Paid Down, and the Vie-
tims Are Beeking Justice.

A WHOLESALE SYSTEM OF SBWINDLING

A wholesale system of defrauding farm-
ers bas come to light in the section of conn-
try surroundiog Faiwr Haven, on the Casile
Shannon Railroad, This time the woful
tale treats of the rascally transactions of
life insurance agents, who have succeeded
in fleecing a large number of the well-fo-do
and intelligent agriculturists, Their money
has gone, and their only consolation has
been a reverie on the “eussedness” of some
men, after the style of the old farmerin
‘Will Carlton’s “Lightning Rod Dispenser.”

The gang bas been at work for the past
thres weeks, and in that time has made a
good haul. The vietims are all loeated some
distanee from either a railwayor a telegraph
office. The swindlers have been earaful in
the selection of their subjeets, sad bave
rarely {ailed to push their schemes through.
A maa who gives his name as W. D, King
has been operating in the seclion of the
country surrounding Whitehall and Fair
Haven. Heissglib talker of prepossess-
ing appearance, and from descriptions given
& elick swindler.

His plan has been to represeat anj insur-
ance company, and insure the lives of the

farmers and their wives. By a payment of | 4 4

$25 cash as an initintion fee, and an agree-
ment to pay $1 per month until death, the
victinis are given the choice of accepling
$1,000 cash payment or §2,000 'st death.
The advantages offered by the former pro-
position were invsriably accepted and the
§25 paid over. The agent has now dis-
appeared and the inveigled farmers have
waited in vaia for their cash payment.

MAD ENOUGH TO LYNCH HIM,

The farmers are aroused, and swear
vengeance against the smooth-tongued in-
dividual that has been the cause of their
troubles, The fesling has run so high that
sny stranger appearing in the neighborhood
is looked on with suspicion, and the chain
sttached to the collar of the watch dog is at
once unfastened. The farmers say thati
the rascal is seen in the neighborhood he
will get a taste of justice that may not be
,Imt agreeable or exsectly aceording to popu-

ar methods.

Mr. Andrew Humpe, s well-to-do farmer
living east of Fair Haven, is ooe of the
victims. He has a fine farm, and was prob-
ably spotied as a good person to approach
on money matters. When first touched on
the subject Mr. Hampe did mnot feel dis-
r-l to tell of his part in the transactions,

ut at last he acknowledged that he was one
of the vietims, After a little chat he said
be was willing to do all in his power to sid
in catehing the rascals.

In recounting hisexperiences, Mr, Hampe
said: “It wasabout four weeks ago thai
the agent, as he called himself, visited m
house. He was dressed in a naity bla
suit, and appeared to be & very business sort
of & fellow, He was well informed snd &
good talker, and, siter a chat on current
events, proceeded to unfold hissoheme of life
insurance, At first Itold himthatT did not
peed to insure my life, a8 I was a member
of several lodges, and that my wife would
not suffer if I was called away from this

world,

*“He said that he represented the Penn-

sylvania Insurance Company, It was or-

jged in 1882, and ax sonnd as & dollar,
E::m 100,000 members, and ‘owned the
State.” He seemed v suxious to have
me join. The rules of the company forbade
admitting single persons. Ho said the older
members would later induce single men o
join their ranks.

PLAX OF THE LAYOUT,

“The plan of the company was to charge
$25 initiation fee, and E l’ month during
life, On payment of §25and a promise to
pay $1 a month the holders of the policies
would receive §1,000 within eight days, or
